Minor program offerings are designed for non-business majors with 
an interest in Accounting, Business Administration, or Computer 
Information Systems. This degree prepares students for the successful 
careers in private business and industry, as well as the public and non- 
profit sectors. As the problems of the business world have grown 
increasingly complex, multi-dimensional, and multi-cultural, the 
programs are structured to prepare students as business leaders with 
specialized education to understand and cope with contemporary 
business issues. Overall, the Division of Business aims to create an 
environment that is congenial to academic excellence, superior 
achievement, professional development, collegiate inquiry, and 
community involvement. 
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The Department of Education, Social Work, and Psychology at Livingstone College offers 
various majors including: a Bachelor of Arts degree in Elementary Education, a Bachelor of 
Science degree in Physical Education, Bachelor of Science in Sports Management, and a 
Bachelor of Social Work. All students involved in the teaching education program follow a 
rigorous curriculum and must pass the Praxis tests prior to enrolling in some courses, and before 
becoming certified teachers. They must also complete clinical field experiences where each 
student is placed in a local school to participate in instructional activities and record 
observations. 

They also prepare portfolios and are required to formally present to the faculty and other 
candidates. The pinnacle of this is student teaching; this will determine their eligibility to be 
certified. 

Students pursuing psychology degrees are encouraged to prepare themselves for graduate 
school by enhancing their critical thinking and communication skills; fostering an awareness of 
ethical conduct; and making them aware of various opportunities within the field. 

The department of social work develops students who are ready for entry-level employment in 
the field of social work. The students gain cognitive learning skills, analytical skills, and other 
qualities that would benefit varied populations. 
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The mission of the Division of Liberal Arts is to 
empower students to become global leaders in 
scholarship, research, performing arts, and service 
to humanity. The Division is committed to 
producing graduates who are critical thinkers in 
pursuit of truth, beauty, spirituality, and social 
justice. Students are prepared to become 
competitive candidates in graduate and professional 
schools, to excel in their chosen careers, and to 
provide community leadership.

The W.J. Walls Center is the former home the Hood Theological Seminary. Over the 
summer of 2010, the Walls Center was renovated and was opened in the fall of 2010 as 
Livingstone's new Student Center. The building houses the offices of the Vice President
